University is the first in 
the Midwest to offer free 
cabie via Wi-Fi to students

Northwestern University is rolling out a new 
perk for students that no Ivy League school 
can match— full streaming cable service for 
all dorm dwellers. 

Beginning this fall, Xfinity on Campus 
will provide residential students more than 
130 live channels, including everything from 
major broadcast networks to Comedy Cen- 
tral, sent via Wi-Fi to their computers, lap- 
tops and mobile devices. 

“It fits with students’ lifestyles. They can 
watch live TV content in their rooms and on 
campus, as well as gain access to programming 
when they’re off campus,” Paul Riel, execu- 
tive director of residential services for Evan- 
ston-based Northwestern University, said in a 
statement. 

‘/Vnother benefit is that they do not have to 
buy or bring TVs, so they will not have to give 
up precious space in their rooms or disturb 
their roommates when they want to watch a 
program,” he said. 

Northwestern is the first university in the

Midwest to offer the service, and one of only 
eight across the US., Comcast said Monday 
The cost for streaming cable is included in 
the rent for campus housing. Students can up- 
grade their service to gain access to premium 
channels such as HBO and Showtime. 

Comcast launched Xfinity on Campus in 
August. Other participating schools include 
Bridgewater College, Drexel University Em- 
erson College, University of Delaware and 
Massachusetts Institute ofTechnology

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Extending Express service?

Evanston city officials are trying to gauge resi- 
dent interest in extending service hours for the 
Purple Line Express, which operates between 
Chicago and the suburbs, as weU as expanding 
bus service. 

The suburb is hosting an online poU about 
transit options and holding sessions this 
month to discuss the survey results. 

Evanston has received more than 1,450 re- 
sponses to the poll, posted in July at survey 
monkey.com/s/evanstontransitpoll. Survey 
responses still will be accepted after the ses- 
sions, the city said. 

The four-question poll asks residents 
whether the Purple Line Express should oper- 
ate for longer hours; about their primary mode 
of transportation in Evanston; and whether 
they would be interested in a bus system that 
serves only Evanston and, if so, where the bus 
should stop. 

Ylda Capriccioso, assistant to the Evanston 
city manager, said the city is trying to figure 
out how to better serve the needs of its resi- 
dents. While Evanston has various transporta- 
tion options — from biking to CTA to Metra— 
some of these transit modes are best suited 
for workers on an 8 to 5 schedule, Capriccioso 
said. Eor most of the day, the Purple Line oper- 
ates between the Linden stop in Wilmette and 
the Howard stop in Rogers Park. 


During morning and evening rush hour, the 
Purple Line extends south of the Howard stop 
into the Loop. Express trains run nonstop be- 
tween the Howard stop and the Belmont stop 
in Lakeview and continue onto the Loop and 
back up to the suburbs. 

Rush hour trains to the Loop operate 
5:20 a.m. to 9:30 a.m., and 2:30 p.m. to 
6:30 p.m. Trains from the Loop operate 
6:05 a.m. to 10:15 a.m., and 3:15 p.m. to 7:15 p.m. 

Capriccioso said the city has heard inter- 
est from residents and businesses in running 
Purple Line Express trains to the Loop beyond 
6:30 p.m. 

The Purple Line saw 3.22 million riders last 
year, down 1.3 percent from 2012. It is the sixth 
busiest line of the CTA’s eight lines. The CTA 
last extended Purple Line Express hours in 
2002, after experimenting with additional rush 
hour service. 

The agency will be adding a Purple Line Ex- 
press stop to the Wilson Red Line station in 
Uptown as part of a station overhaul expected 
to begin this fall and last into 2017. 

Nearly 43 percent of Purple Line Express 
track was under slow zone last month, ac- 
cording to CTA data. In slow zones, trains run 
35 miles per hour or slower because of track 
conditions or construction. Trains can operate 
at 55 miles per hour systemwide.

The 9th US. Circuit Court of Appeals in 
San Francisco heard arguments on whether 
judges in Nevada and Hawaii were correct to 
uphold those states’ gay marriage bans. Ha- 
waii’s legislature subsequently voted to allow 
same-sex nuptials, while a federal judge struck 
down Idaho’s gay marriage prohibition. 

In court Monday, Monte Neil Stewart, rep- 
resenting the governor of Idaho, argued that 
same sex marriages would reduce the status of 
the institution of marriage and lead to lower 
marriage rates over time. 

However, Judge Marsha Berzon said mar- 
riage rates have already been falling for years. 
“That may be a bad thing, but it doesn’t seem 
to have anything to do with this,” Berzon said. 

Judge Stephen Reinhardt, added, “Does 
Idaho prohibit divorce because it sends a bad 
message to people?”

Respiratory virus striking children 


A respiratory virus that sent dozens of chil- 
dren to an Illinois hospital over the Labor 
Day weekend may be the same one that has 
sickened hundreds of children across the 
Midwest, according to authorities. 

More than 70 children showed up at Bless- 
ing Hospital in Quincy during the Labor Day 
holiday with symptoms of a respiratory virus, 
according to the hospital. Doctors are still 
working with state health officials to identify 
the virus, but a news release from the hospital 
indicated the infection may be the same one 
that struck St. Louis and Kansas City, Mo., in 
recent days. 

The outbreaks in those cities were caused 
by the respiratory infection EV-D 68, which

The team announced Monday that it 
has terminated the contract of the 27-year- 
old running back on the same day a new 
video surfaced showing him striking his 
then-fiancee. 

NFL commissioner Roger Goodell an- 
nounced that Rice has now been suspend- 
ed indefinitely 

Those decisions come about seven 
months after Rice was arrested and ini- 
tially charged with simple assault follow- 
ing an altercation with Janay Palmer, now 
his wife, in an Atlantic City casino. It caps 
a stunning fall for Rice, who had been sus- 
pended two games by the NFL for violat- 
ing the league’s personal conduct policy 

The video released Monday by TMZ 
Sports appears to show that after Rice and 
Palmer hit each other in a Revel casino ele- 
vator, Rice threw a punch with his left fist, 
knocking Palmer off her feet and into a 
railing. A previously released video showed 
the aftermath, with Rice dragging Palmer 
out of the elevator. 

The release of the new video comes less 
than 24 hours after the Ravens lost 23-16 
to the Cincinnati Bengals with Rice serv- 
ing the first game of his suspension, and 
10 days after the NFL announced more 
severe punishment for domestic violence. 

An NFL spokesman said league officials 
had not seen the video from inside the el- 
evator until Monday 

''Wc requested from law enforcement any 
and all information about the incident, in- 
cluding the video from inside the elevator,” 
league spokesman Creg Aiello said. “That 
video was not made available to us and no 
one in our office has seen it until [Monday].” 

In announcing the new domestic vio- 
lence penalties Aug. 28 after public back- 
lash to Rice’s two-game suspension, 
Coodell said in a letter to all 32 NFL own- 
ers that he “didn’t get it right” when he 
handed down Rice’s punishment in July 
The new penalties include six games for 
a first offense and a potential lifetime ban 
for a second offense. 

Rice was charged with felony aggravat- 
ed assault in the case, but in May he was 
accepted into a pretrial intervention pro- 
gram that allowed him to avoid jail time 
and could lead to the charge being elimi- 
nated from his record.

Death Cab captivates 
at Hideout/A.V. Fest

Real talk: The weather Friday night in Chicago 
was miserable, the kind of weird-ish humid 
drizzly garbage that makes you want to curl 
up with a hot toddy and, well, a Death 
Cab For Cutie album. There was just 
one good reason to be outside:

Masters of the slow burn,

It’s 
an 8 -minute-plus song that’s mostly 
intro and never feels unwelcome. The band 
also dashed off some of my other favorites, 
like “Title and Registration,” “Long Division” 
and “The New ^ar,” the latter of which is a 
staple on my Jan. i must-listen list. Death Cab, 


however, might be a band that’s better when 
physically and emotionally contained inside 
four walls. The pairing of “Grapevine Fires” 
and “Marching Bands of Manhattan” to close 
out the set carried nowhere near the tear- 
inspiring weight of “A Movie Script 
Ending” and “Tfansatlanticism” 
when I last saw the band at 
the Metro. I do applaud the 
band’s decision to play older 
tracks, rather than breaking 
out the new material that 
lead singer Ben Gibbard 
promised is on the horizon. It 
was a classy way to end Walla’s 
career as a Death Gabber. 

Also, I continue to find it creepy 
when the entire audience sings along with 
Gibbard’s acoustic “I Will Follow Y)u Into The 
Dark,” which has become a live staple since the 
release of “Plans.” It’s still about suicide, guys.
